The erratic visitor tlmi ajipeai-.s 
• nightly in our northern sky and iny.sti- 
fies, confounds and frightens i)ooi)lo 
foruQS th« topic of general conver- 
Bation and will continue to do so for 
many days to come. In general fea- 
tures this comet resembles that of 1873, 
the tail of which, towards the latter 
portion of its slay, stretched from the 
northern horizon moro than half-way 
acro.ss the heavens. Tt wa.s feared at 
one timo that tho tail would bruah the 
earth; and exactly what would hapi.on 
under such circumstances no one is pro- 
pared to say; all are quite ready to 
believe that it must be ;„.metliing 
dreadful in its results; and y t ii ha.s 
been asserted by some nstrononiri-.s ;li.-it 
the earth has on several ocoasioiiN 
passed through the tail of a eotuft, al- 
though the chances of a comet 
and the earth coming in coutnot 
are as one in 281,000,000. As proof 
of the opinion that tho earth aiici a 
comet have come together there are 
cited several instances of the occurrence 
of a peculiar kind of fog. In June, 
1783, a fog began and e.'ctended from 
Africa to Sweden and throughout 
North and South America. It lastCLl 
five weeks. Winds nor rains sufficed 
to disperse the foj;, which was met on 
tha highest suuitiiica of tlie Alps as well 
as in the lowest ViUkya. Tlii-s fog had 
a disagreeable smell, was entirely 
destitute of moi.'iiure and emitted a 
phosphorescent light. The same phe- 
nomenon occurred in 1831 and was 
then attributed to cometary cau.se.s. It 
is the opinion of some scientists that 
all the comets belong to our solar sys- 
tem, but that is a moot question with 
many. In olden times the idea was 
entertained that comets were barbing 
ers of famine, pestilence, war, and other 
dire calamities. Chinatown in this city 
is much e.'cercised over the present 
comet. The "bosses" declare that it is 
tho forerunner of a great war in which 
China and Russia will soon be involved 
— a probable upshot of present negoti- 
ations without the aid of a celestial 
body. The comet of 1660 came within 
130,000 miles of the sun. SiK I.s.\AC 
Newton calculated tlio heat of this 
comet to be 2000 times gr'.-ater than 
red hot iron and thnt it would require 
2000 years to cool; but Siu Isaac bo- 
lieyed that tho comet was a tsolid body. 
It has since then proved that it was not. 
It is now believed that comets have 
less density than our utmo.sphere, 
that they have uo solid luioloii!- or lu^ads 
and that comparatively very little heat 
is produced by their near appniuch to 
tho sun. Comets only shine by roilect- 
ed light. Their velocity increases as 
they recede. The comet of lUSi' was 
130,000,000 of miles in length and 
traveled at the rate of 8^0,000 
miles an hour. Wiiat do stargazing 
mortals think of that 1 It is at the rate 
of nearly 16,000 miles aminute,andbeat8 
the best tima that will ever be made on 
the Canada Pacific railway.

I 
think such a sad state of nftuirs should 
bo made public, not because it is very 
creditable, but in thfi hone that such 
exposure may bring som(> cliange. I 
am not quite sure, Imt 1 (liinkit was 
last November tliiit the lu'v. Mr. New- 
ton, wiio was tlum in charge here, left, 
since which time, (over six months) 
the church has been virtually closed. 
This is no little village with only half 
a dozen houses: but this and the ad- 
join.ing district | contain somi' '-',500 
people. Surely, some sort of )irovis- 
ion miglit bo matle for tlie spiritual 
wants of this community even it' only 
of a temporary nature. It is rather 
sad that a church which receives nxne 
pecuniary aid than any otiior in the 
province, should in son\o instances do 
so little. The remarks one liears about 
this church are not of a very pleasant 
or flattering nature. It seems to me 
that there must be u grand responsi- 
bility resting on some one's shoulders. 
I trust, however, thnt it will not be 
much longer before our interests and 
thought of.

Wo sincerely hopi' it iii.ny turn out to bo 
the case. * * * In addition to its 
possible national uses, its local advantages 
cannot bo iiuestionod, as by its in- 
strumentality tho country through which 
it na.sses would he opened up, settled, de- 
ve[uped, and brought into closer connec- 
tion with till' two principal markets on tho 
Island. Tiiurc can he nii doubt whatever 
that tho road would prove a very liardy 
thing to the nation in time of war, and a 
beneficial thing to tho country, and more 
particularly to the Island, in time of peace. 
Nor can w e di.-jco\ er any serious objection 
to tho work being Inuidod over to an 
American Syndicate. «■ * » That :uiy 
Syndicate will be well paid by the belt of 
laud, we firmly believe ; but that land, 
oven its grt at coal wealthy cannot be de- 
veloped without contributing so largely 
towards the prosperity of tho countiy 
that one need not grudge any profits that 
may accuro to those through whoso enter- 
prise and capital the development shall 
have been brought about. Adverting to 
tho national or military view, it is, of 
course, understood that the road and the 
coal mines would bo under tho control of 
and available to tho British government 
for national military purposes, equally as 
if owned and operated by British subjects;

The amount 
collected in Juno, 1880, was !842,124.70— 
or 822,453.71 less than last month. Tho 
total collections at tho Victoria 
customhouse for the year ending yester- 
day wore 8520,140.07 ; and for tho year 
ending "JOth .lune, 1880, were .8438,959.07.

After quoting tho bylaw on 
the question at issue, and the penalty at- 
tached to an infringment of it, tho judg- 
ment goes on to say that tho defendant 
has given tho names of his employiSs, but 
has failed to pay the tax. Various bylaws 
had been ably roviowod by counsel for de- 
fence without convincing the magistrate 
that he could relieve the defendant from 
the performance of a duty which the local 
legislature lia.s cast upon him. Allowance 
was made for Jlr. Spratt's reluctance to 
collect a ta.\ from mon in his employment. 
In England such a ItiW as' that in force 
hero would be considered unconstitution- 
al. In Victoria the population for the 
most part is transient and migratory, and 
laws have to bo made to suit the circuin- 
stancos. Judgment was given against tho 
defendant; but ho would defer ll-\ing tho 
penalty till Mr. .Spratt could consult his 
men and conform with the law, in which 
case the penalty will bo nomin.il. 

Case remanded for one week.

Lord Edward Tliynno ia Punisliod for 
Oarrying off Lady Townahond. 

(London StanJard.) 
Yesterday afternoon, .May 'J4, the 
Marquis of Towtishend, Col. Nepean 
and Mr. Franci.s I'^lli.s wore charged at 
■Salisbury with a.ssaulting on the high- 
way Lord hldward Thynne, fomerly 
meiubor for Froine, and a relative of 
the proHcnl .Marqui.s of Bath. Mr. J. 
H. Jacob waa the prosiding magistrate. 
Mr. Powning, solicitor, appeared in 
supjiort of tho charge. Lord Edward 
Thynne stated that as he was driving 
from Salisbury to Tavistock, wliere ho j 
rfisidcs, ho met the tlefendauts on the I 
road. The one who described hiin.sulf 
08 the Marquis of Townshend attacked | 
him with a riding whiji, smashed bis i 
hat and drew blood from his bead, lie 
wa.s struck more than once. The ilar- 
qui.s kepi on saying, " Is that enough ( 
Is that enongii !" Col. Nopcaii held the j 
hor.se while tho assault was being com 
tnitrted. Mi'. Ellis mado obfiervatiou,"; 
which encouraged the Marquis. The 
aHsault lastijd live or six minutes. Tho 
defendants went off in the direction of 
Pilton awav from Sulisburv, and ho 
had to obtfiin assistance to bring them 
back. Replying to the Marquis of 
Townshend ho stated that ho knew 39 
Dover streot, Londou. He knew the 
Marquis of "Townshend there, but could 
not fiwoar that tho defendant was the 
same pcr.son. He was something 
like. tliO defendant in height and 
appearance. 

. Tho Marquifi of Totvusheiid said that 
Lord Edward Thynne -went ofT with his 
(the'-Marquis') wife some years ago. He 
was ill at the time. Thiii was the first 
opportunity hebad of giving him a sound 
castigation. It ought to have been more 
severe. 

Col. Nepean said he interposed to 
preventit,but LordTliynne c.xiirtssed his 
belief that all three defendants hi 
conspired together for the purpose of 
coniniittiiig the assault. Col. Nepean 
denied this and said that, if he had not 
held the pony a Indy who waa in the 
carriage with his Lordship would have 
been killed. He interposed to stop'any 
further assault, 

Mr Jacob said timt as a magistrate of 
the county iu wbiqb a breach of the 
peace bad occurred, hebad no alternative 
but to remand the defendants unti 
Tuesday next. Bail, however, if forth- 
coming, would be accepted for their 
appearance. Jilr. Nodder was sub. 
aequently inatructed to net on behalf 
of the .defendants, who were meivn 
while detained in custody.

The police 
found several bullets inibediled in the 
carriage and iu the Bakolbo tunnel they 
found the corp.se (if T. .1. (lould, a re 
tired business man, who liad been to 
London to collect tlividends, with his 
tliroat cut and stabbed in various 
places. Only a pocket book containing 
cartis was fouiul on his person. Lcfoy 
af';er having hi.s wounds dressed start- 
ed for London. Notice has been issued 
stating that he will be accused of the 
murder of Gould. He is a newspaper 
reporter aged 22 years. 

London, Juno 27. —In tho house of 
commons Gladstone said he hojjed to 
prorogue parliament the first week in 
August. 

Gullin, the well known cori'ospond - 
eiit of the Tirni'.^, left London on Sun- 
day last for tho purpose of penetrating 
Siberia and de.scribing tho condition of 
exiles there.

MEXICO 
City or Me.xico, Juno 29. — Only 
sixty persons in all are saved from the 
railway accident. Of these forty aro 
more or less injured. For it moment 
after tho plunge of the cars from the 
bridge all was darkness. Suddenly 100 
barrels of brandy loaded on two vans 
caught fire and the burning fluid inun- 
dated the mass of pas.^engers struggling 
in the ruins. Only a few who were 
not disabled or hopeles.sly wedged in 
the timbers escaped. The dead and 
living were wrapped in a sheet of flame 
and slowly burned before the eyes of 
the survivors who were unable to save 
them.
